Labbozzetta vindicated after seven year court battle

the giant Club Marconi, and current Commissioner 

on the Board of Soccer Australia, had his appeal 
finally and firmly upheld last week in front of the full Bench 
of the Licensing Court of NSW. 

When contacted by ABSW last night, Mr Labbozzetta stat- 
ed:"I’m a very much relieved man after seven very long years 
of unwarranted suffering that had been inflicted upon my fami- 
ly and myself. 

“T went against the advice of my solicitor, barrister and QC 
to not appeal against the original verdict. 

“But I just had to fight on, as clearing my name was most 
important to me,” underlined Mr Labbozzeta. 

The case was brought against Mr Labbozzetta which was ini- 
tially ignited following the overseas sale of Marconi player 
Paul Okon to Belgium 
club FC Brugges back in 
1991. 

At the end of that 
hearing, Magistrate J.A. 

Keating ruled in January 
of 1997 against Mr 
Labbozzetta. 

Magistrate Keating 
ordered that Mr 
Labbozzetta be disquali- 
fied from holding office 
at Club Marconi for two 
years. 

Mr Labbozzetta last 
September most vehe- 
mently appealed against 
Keating’s findings, this 
time in front of the Full 
Bench (three Tony Labbozzetta: Fully

CLEARED |BOUTSIANIS SIGNS FOR BOLTO

Findings released by the Full Bench (three Magistrates) 
of the Licensing Court last week, were as follows: 

In considering all of the matters put against Mr 
Labbozzetta’s credit, we are unable to reach a conclusion that 
he has been untruthful or evasive with this Court. In conduct- 
ing the transfer negotiations, (that of Paul Okon), he may have 
been naive or incompetent in failing to inquire as to the pre- 
cise details of all aspects of the transaction. 

He openly acknowledges that there was only one matter 
with which he was concemed, and that was that the Club 
received a net figure of $240,000 (Okon’s transfer fee). 

He further says that he left the document of the transaction 
to the officials. 

Mr Bracher (then Club manager), acknowledged that Mr 
Labbozzetta very rarely documented anything. We again 
stress that we are required to assess Mr Labbozzetta’s credi- 
bility on the basis of the material which has been admitied 
before us. 

On the basis of tliat evidence, we do not make any adverse 
finding in respect of Mr Labbozzetta’s truthfulness nor do we 
make any adverse finding that he was evasive in his evidence, 

In determining what, if any, declaration should be made 
against Mr Labbozzetta for his involvement in respect of 
those matters, the Court is also required to have regard to Mr 
Labbozzetta’s involvement with this Club (Marconi) over an 
extensive period of time. 

He was elected as President of the Club on the 26 February 
1986 and has held that position continuously until he stepped 
down from the position last year. 

Following Mr Keating’s declaration against him, he was 
required to stand down from the position for a period of nine 
months but was subsequently re-elected as President at the 
following Annual General Meeting. 

He has also been a deputy Chairman of the National Soccer 
League for 14 years. He was also appointed as Commissioner 
of the Australian Soccer Federation. 

In his affidavit, exhibit 3, 
he sets out other appoint- 
ments that he has held in 
Tespect of the Soccer frater- 
22) nity. He also refers at some 
length to his involvement in 
fundraising activities on 
behalf of the Spastic Centre 
of NSW. 

Mr Bruce Alcorn, the Chief 
Executive Officer of the 
Spastic Centre, gave evi- 
dence, which was tendered 
before us, confirming Mr 
Labbozzetta’s involvement 


: in raising a substantial

Mr Labbozzetta also referred to records which established 
the continuing financial success of the Club (Marconi), the 
growth in the membership of the Club and considerable 
improvements in the facilities of the Club whilst he has been 
Chairman of it. 

There could be little doubt that Mr Labbozzetta has made a 
considerable contribution to the Club over a lengthy period of 
time. 

The members of that Club have benefited from that contri- 
bution. 

That contribution must have amounted to many thousands 
of hours of his own time given the regularity with which he 
attended the Club’s premises. 

Without wishing to diminish our comments in respect of 
the grounds of complaint where we have found that Mr 
Labbozzetta had an involvement in respect of them, it is nec- 
essary to balance those comments against the contribution 
made by Mr Labbozzetta to the Club. 

In the doing so we arrive at the conclusion that no further 
disciplinary action should be taken in respect of him. 

Ih arriving at that conclusion we have regard to the period 
of nine months that Mr Labbozzetta was required to step 
down from the office of President following upon Mr 
Keating’s order. 

We are satisfied that this was an appropriate period for a 
s17(2)(f) declaration and that the period has been “served”. 

We also have regard to his evidence generally in these pro- 
ceedings and more particularly the matters which were the 

~ subject of complaint which have since been rectified, includ- 
ing the repaymerit of any monies where it was suggested that 
Mr Labbozzetta gained a benefit.

roubled Perth Glory midfielder Con 
Boutsianis ended an 18-month stint at 


the club last Thursday by jetting out to 
England to join First Division side Bolton 
Wanderers where he could very well see him- 
self being thrown into the first team for the 
semi-final clash with Aston Villa. 

The former Socceroos’ extraordinary ability to 
hit the net from dead-ball situations will be wel- 
comed by his new club who are apparently short 
of left-sided players, 

Recently, Boutsianis had found himself 
embroiled in a number of controversial incidents 
that included: 

* Dropping his shorts to reveal a sponsor logo 
after scoring a goal; 

* Was omitted from the recent Parramatta 
Power game after failing to turn up for training; 


* Spoke out about the club and victimisation in 
a Sunday newspaper and 

* Was angry about a reported move to a 
Norwegian club for $300,000 


Boutsianis however, released a statement on 
Thursday saying he apologised to the Glory, fans, 
management and coaching staff after being frus- 
trated into making some regrettable remarks. 
Although originally denying the move, Glory offi- 
cials later confirmed Boutsianis has been released 
to Bolton on a loan basis and they will pay his 
wages, 

Such was the swiftness of Boutisanis’ depar- 
ture, which included dodging a large media con- 
tingent at the airport, Glory chairman Nick Tana 
was not aware of the 28-year-old’s intentions until 
@ meeting two days before he flew out. 

“We don’t have any reasons for letting Con go, 
it was his wish,” said Tana who expressed his dis~ 
appointment about how Australian soccer will 
always be the loser when 
talented soccer players 
leave our shores, 

Glory coach Bernd 
“©} Stange was understandably 
disappointed at losing one 
of his key players. It was 
made worse by the fact 
Boutsianis failed to tell his 
coach he was quitting. 

“He didn’t say goodbye 
¥4 or thank you for the many 
training sessions he did 
with us,” said Stange. 
“Last season was the best 
of his career and I'd like to 
think I played a pan in 
that,” he said. 

Boutsianis, whose Perth 
contract expires: in June, 
played 49 times and scored 
25 goals for Glory from an 
NSL career record of 212 
appearances and 79 goals.

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BEARDSLEY BIDS FAREWELL

here was just a tad of tension to 

be detected in the Melbourne 

Knights VIP room, now a rea- 
sonably opulent bar where the sponsor- 
ing supporters exercise their right to 
consume value for money in peace, 
brush shoulders with other VIP guests 
and watch the on-field fare in comfort. 

The media interloper, who so boldly 
ventured forth in the sacred tomb, was 
decidedly unwelcome after asking if there 
were any bets on Peter Beardsley’s 
chances of staying on the pitch for the full 
90 minutes. 

After all, against South Melbourne a 
fortnight ago, coach Vlado Vanis had 
substituted the celebrity guest player after 
60 minutes. If an earthquake could not 


tock Knights stadium, the Beardsley stunt - 


certainly did. 

The man in question, who was all 
charm and politeness at set appearances, 
but otherwise shunned or ignored atten- 
tion or ordinary conversation, just about 
pulled out of a second appearance. But 
later he thought the better of it and turned 
up for the stunning 1-0 win against Perth 
Glory last Saturday night. 

But back to the VIP room, where 
Beardsley’s wife and children were also 
ensconced. Mrs Beardsley was fiercely 
protective of Peter, when the former inter- 
national star had escaped the media 
hounds to the sanctity of the VIP bar after 
his premature on-field exit against South. 
Now the Knights’ moneyed trust came to 


the former international’s defence. 

“T don’t think this question is appropri- 

ate. This is a sensitive issue, you should 
realise that,” one of the irate VLPs jumped 
up. 
Peter Beardsley walked in with a bag 
of goodies, but ignored the question when 
it was put to him. Mrs Beardsley walked 
out with him, after having suggested to 
“ask him” the sensitive question in the 
first place. 

By now the VIPs became hostile. “Are 
you allowed in this area, Shouldn’t you be 
in the media box. The media box is over 
there,” they scowled their ultimatum. 

And that, all over a 39-year-old former 
England star, who brought a bit of brief 
glamour to Sunshine, but seemed largely 
ignored by the Knights players on-field. 

The former Liverpool and Newcastle 
striker spent most of the first half in 
search of the ball, but he saw more of it in 
the second half to show glimpses of his 
former international qualities. 

He became more involved in the last 
30 minutes and a nice run on the left was 
topped with a left-foot shot that struck the 
side-netting. 

The former England legend also 
showed his skills on the right with a pin- 
point cross and shot just over the bar with 
10 minutes left. 

When asked his opinion of Beardsley’s 
contribution, Vanis said, “Beautiful. I was 
very happy with Beardsley. It was great to 
work with him.” 

Vanis paid respect to Beardsley’s pro- 
fessionalism, his ability to accept his role 
as a player and follow the coach’s instruc- 


tions. “If I had asked him to walk on glass 
he would have done it,” Vanis said. 

“He was excellent at training and the 
boys learned a lot from him. In every- 
thing, he put a 100 per cent. But how 
much he was able to put in (on the field) 
that’s different,” Vanis said. 


Peter Beardsley: Climbs high on 
his farewell. 


Unceremoniously dragged a fortnight 
ago, Beardsley was pleased to have 
played the full match this time and win. 

“Tt makes for a nice change. It's been a 
long time since I’ve won a football match 
and it feels great,” Beardsley said, rub- 
bing his wet hair. 

“Tt was a bit more tiring playing up 
front, because you have to do a bit more 
work. But I did that and I’m pleased I was 
allright when the game finished,” he said. 

Reflecting on what was a rather event- 
ful stay in Melbourne, Beardsley 
remained generous to the end. 

“] think, we know, other than the foot- 
ball there might have been one or two 
things we would have done differently, 
but as far as the team spirit goes, it went 
magnificent. We had a chat about the sec- 
ond game, but it was a good thing I stayed 
for the second game, for everyone, not 
just for me. 

“We had a chat with the coach and 
with the directors, as we call them, and it 
was decided it was a good thing to stay. I 
came here to help and pull my weight and 
I think I’ve done that. 1 think the way 
people have been in Australia, we've (the 
Beardsley family) had a magnificent 
time,” he said. 

Beardsley said the hardest thing in 
football was “passing the ball and doing 
something special”. He said Australian 
football was ‘good technically’. “There’s 
a lot of ability and a good feel (of the 
ball). But there’s not the depth of the 
squad and that appeared to show. 

“There doesn’t appear to be the funds 
and that must be frustrating for the play- 


ers,” the England youth coach said. 

Former East German and current Perth 
Glory coach Berd Stange put some sub- 
tle criticism in the equation. 

Stange said Perth would not use guest 
players. “No, that is not my way. We do 
not invite guest players. We sign up 
young players and build them up. That is 
our way,” he said. 

Asked what he thought of Beardsley’s 
performance, Stange said, “I saw him in 
1986 (World Cup) and he was much bet- 
ter. He was outstanding then. He played 
for England. But he is a good character 
and a good man.” 

Tt just about summed up Melbourne’s 
exciting experience of having a former 
great out on the field. Fans voted with 
their presence that there’s room for a star 
appearance to spice up the game. 

It seems fine, as long as the major 
point is not lost along the way. The 
national soccer league is not an exhibition 
ground for overseas legends. It is, after 
all, a cutthroat competition with a cham- 
pionship and now also world cup involve- 
ment at stake, 

The last word goes to an unfazed 
Vlado Vanis, who is in charge of a team 
still aiming to make the finals and who 
showed courage in the face of commercial 
pressures. 

“Last time I wasn’t happy with him 
(Beardsley) and I pulled him off. If I 
hadn’t been happy with him today, 1 
would have pulled him off again.” 

As they would say in the classics, 
“Vlado, that just isn’t the English way.”

Australian fans are unhappy with the commercial 
coverage of their sport. Melbourne editor Bert van 
Bedaf obtained some confidential information, 


fans Australia wide. While Aussie Rules foot- 

ball, rugby, basketball, ironmen and women, 
as well as the resurrected Victorian Football 
League, which is in effect a minor state league 
sport, are getting the prime of broadcasting times 
on the ABC and commercial channels, Australian 
soccer (real football) suffers from underexposure. 

Much of the blame has been sheeted home to 
rights owner, the Seven Network, who is showing lit- 
tle or no soccer on its stations. But the blame must 
also be directed at Soccer Australia, or perhaps better 
still former chairman David Hill who brokered the 
deal, for going to bed with an Aussie Rules station 
committed to a Sherrin rather than a naturally shaped 
ball. 

(A ball, after all, is only a ball when it is a sphere. 
The oval-like gridiron, rugby or Aussie rules leather 
is more resembling of an egg and therefore can’t be 
termed a “ball”.) 

The battle of the soccer airwaves is not only waged 
between Australia’s prime (real football) station SBS 
and competing commercial interests, it is also staged

between the Seven Network and the sport's extreme- 
ly irate fans. 

Seven (and Soccer Australia) are confronted by a 
well-organised and articulate national organisation of 
soccer followers who have formed STAND (Seven 
Talks And Never Delivers) who are delivering their 
own brand of protest against Seven’s paltry coverage 
of Australian soccer. 

Protests have seen the group gathering signatures 
for a national petition (delivered to Seven) and hold- 
ing a demonstration outside Network Seven studios 
nationwide last March 4, 

STAND managed to get exposure of cheeky ban- 
ners at NSL matches, proclaiming “Soccer on Seven, 
Td like to see that” and more controversial “Nobody 
screws soccer like 7”, which sparked the ire of Soccer 
Australia. 

NSL general manager Stefan Kamasz sent a confi- 
dential memo to all clubs, obtained by ABSW (see 
page 10), warning clubs the banner could not be dis- 
played. 

“As per By-Law 5.20.1, the League prohibits ban- 
ners that are of an offensive nature. In this instance, 
the banners are deemed to be offensive to Soccer 
Australia and our television rights holder Channel 7,” 
Kamasz wrote. 

“All clubs must ensure that this banner and/or any 
other banner of a political or offensive nature are 
confiscated by security. 

“This matter is serious and requires the assistance 
of all clubs to ensure that the National Soccer League 
Regulations and By-Laws are not breached,” he 
wrote. 

It is believed NSL clubs were also wamed they 
would be fined $4000, if the banners were displayed 
at their grounds, 

STAND has set as a goal to get to the bottom of 
Seven’s poor soccer coverage and why it paid $25 
million over 10 years to do so very little. 


David Hill: Signed 10-year deal with seven. 


The deal struck two years ago between Seven and 
Soccer Australia, by the.then chairman David Hill, 
gave Soccer Australia $1.7 million revenue and 
$800,000 going to the national league to make up the 
yearly $2.5 million. 

“For soccer to realise its potential as a mainstream 
sport, it needed the backing of a major commercial 
channel and this move will increase the popularity of 
the game in Australia,” Hill declared at the time. 

The Socceroos, Olyroos and the Olympic Games 
matches were Seven’s targets. It has left coverage of 
the national soccer league to the ABC under a sub- 
licensing agreement. SBS lost its NSL coverage but 
gained the English Premier League from the ABC. 

Since then, SBS has restarted its “On The Ball” 
program, It also has pro- 
vided coverage of some 
of the major soccer 
events that Seven did not 
cover, because Seven 
said it did not have the 
Tights to it, such as South 
Melbourne’s participa- 
tion in FIFA’s World 
Club Championship in 
Brazil and Australia’s 
matches in Chile and 
against Hungary. 

Soccer Australia’s chief executive, David 
Woolley, was moved to explain the television deals 
to the general manager of Parramatta Power, Brad 
Levy, in a letter dated March 3 and also obtained by 
ABSW. 

“Tt has come to my attention of Soccer Australia 
(sic) that a number of fans are not fully aware of the 
broadcasting arrangement for the domestic and imter- 
national games, and subsequently have been lobbying 
Channel 7 about the situation through football clubs, 
the internet and planned demonstrations,” Woolley 
wrote. 

“While the Seven Network does have the rights to 
the NSL, these have been sub-licensed to the ABC, 
which broadcasts a two-hour highlights package on 
Sunday evenings (5.00-7.00pm). It also broadcasts 
the Grand Final live. 

“The two-hour highlights package is more than 
was broadcast when Seven didn’t have the rights. 
Prior to Seven's involvement, there was only a one- 
hour highlights package broadcast on Monday nights. 

“The highlights package is produced to allow 
viewers to get as much coverage as possible of as 
many games as possible. While the Seven Network 
appreciates that the national interest in soccer is 
growing, the average ratings on the ABC do not 
teflect a high overall demand for full match coverage. 

The Seven Network is constantly monitoring the 
situation and will take appropriate steps as and when 
demand increases. 

“Seven’s Pay TV channel, C7 Sport, also broad- 
casts a weekly one-hour highlights magazine 

show, as well as broadcasting the Grand Final live. 

“The Seven Network's international soccer rights 
are only for international games involving the 
Socceroos and played in Australia, Seven does not 
have the rights to overseas games involving the 
Socceroos, 

Similarly, Seven do not have the rights to any 
other international games not involving the 
Socceroos, regardless of where they are played. 

“International games, involving the Socceroos and 
played in Australia are broadcast in their entirety on 
Channel Seven. On occasion, Soccer Australia 
request the Seven Network not to show internationals 
live against the gate to protect gate receipts. 

“I hope the information contained in this letter 
clarifies the broadcasting rights for both NSL and 
international soccer,” Woolley wrote. 

The point, though, is South Melbourne’s participa- 
tion in Brazil and Australia’s matches in Chile and 
against Hungary did not even rate in Seven’s sports 
news broadcasts. As far as Seven was concemed, soc- 
cer did not exist. Aussie Rules and overseas news 
‘were more important. 


Interestingly, when Seven announced its soccer 
involvement, its then managing director Gary Rice 
was full of praise and promise. 

“Our agreement with Soccer Australia further con- 
firms Seven’s leadership in sports. Soccer will be an 
important element in our calendar of sports events, 
complementing our wider coverage of two other 
major football codes, the Australian Football League 
and the Australian Rugby Union. 

“The Sydney Olympics and Australia’s campaign 
for the next World Cup will provide Soccer Australia 
and Seven with a number of long-term opportunities 
to market the code (soccer) in this country,” he said. 

The facts are Seven has done little for the game. 

Soccer on Seven is virtually non-existent. Soccer 
Tates no mention on its six 
o'clock bulletin, Rival sta- 
tion Channel Ten does a 
better job of bringing news 
to soccer fans. Perhaps it 
should have received the 
rights in conjunction with 
SBS, while ieaving ABC to 
broadcast the English com- 
petition and Seven to its 
Aussie Rules devices. 
Following STAND's prod- 
ding, Seven sports director Herald Anderson has 
offered a different perspective, reportedly stating that 
“the onus is on the sport to develop its game where it 
will work on a commercial network”. 

Tt seems odd, considering that soccer is hot at the 
moment, with the Olympics and the Olyroos coming 
to Melbourne in September and the NSL finals two 
months away. But apart from that and overlooking 
the fact that soccer is the biggest sport broadcast 
worldwide, Seven perhaps should have thought about 
its commitment before it buried soccer beneath an 
avalanche of Aussie Rules coverage from early 
evening into the wee hours. 

‘The way things are now the broadcasting arrange- 
ments are unsatisfactory to soccer fans around 
Australia and Melbourne’s STAND convenor Con 
Monteleone is determined to bring about an improve- 
ment. 

“Tt’s no secret that the Seven Network has never 
shown much of an interest in the NSL,” Monteleone 
suggested. 

“Seven does a fantastic job telecasting the AFL 
and tennis, why doesn’t it apply the same criteria to 
soccer?” he asked. 

“First there were people like me who felt soccer 
going to a commercial station was potentially the best 
thing to happen to Australian soccer. SBS had done a 
great job, but it had taken the game as far as it could. 
1 felt Seven could give soccer the commercial corpo- 
rate edge it needed. 

“Finally, we were going to see players like (South 
Melbourne captain) Paul Trimboli on commercial 
television with other well known sports stars like 
Andrew Gaze (basketball) and Pat Rafter (tennis). 

“But two years on, we were standing outside the 
Seven studios wondering what the heck had been 
going on, 

“Seven didn’t show the Socceroos game against 
Brazil at the MCG until 11pm. It is rare to see high- 
lights of NSL matches on the nightly news, or even to 
get the scores. 

“Fans don’t ask for a lot. But we do ask for some 
NSL highlights on free-to-air television, the NSL 
scores, some regular news and decent coverage of the 
Socceroos and Olyroos. 

“The Seven Network bought the rights for 10 
years. So, now we’re asking Seven to give soccer the 
coverage it deserves. What we'd like to know is that 
there really isn’t a hidden agenda to suppress soccer, 
that buying the rights to soccer for 10 years isn’t a 
way of protecting its investment in Australian Rules 
football. 

“Seven should treat soccer fans with respect. What 
we're saying is ‘C’mon Seven, give Aussie Soccer a 


fair go’,” Monteleone said.

HAYDEN FOXE 


Q: You are a bit of an unknown 
quantity as far as many Australian 
sports fans are concerned — so 
WHO IS HAYDEN FOXE? 


A: Mmm ... who am I ... oh God, 
who thinks up these questions ... well, 
T’m a very easy going kind of guy that 
gets along with everyone, and I'm 
someone who loves playing for his 
country.

No really, obviously I’m easily 
recognised in Japan, which can be a 
good thing or a bad thing, depending 
on whether the team is doing well ... at 
least the pressure is a little easier than 
if you were playing in Europe, but they 
pressure you all the same. 

lam recognised as a footballer in 
Hiroshima, probably more so than I am 
in Australia, and while the ginger hair 
does tend to stand out a bit even here, 
at least I can go to a sporting event and 
not be recognised, while that’s not pos- 
sible in Japan. 


Q: How do yon think Sydney 2000 
could change your life ... and the 
profile of Australian Soccer? 


A: That’s easy, because it will be an 
experience that I'll never experience 
again. Playing for Australia is one 
thing, playing for Australia in 
Australia is another, but playing for 
Australia, in Australia, at the Olympics 
— well, it can’t get better than that, 
can it? 

I mean, if that’s not enough to give 
you goose bumps, then I don’t know 
what is ... well, that’s until I-get mar- 
tied J suppose! $ 

Obviously if we do well, then it’s 
going to lift the profile to sport overall, 
because people are going to sit up and 
take notice, but I think that’s starting to 
happen even now, with so many good 
players playing abroad, Australia is not 
regarded as an easy opponent anymore.

A: I'm the type of person who will 
try to keep as calm possible in these 
situations, but in the end, positions are 
at stake, and I'd really hate to be in 
Raul’s (Blanco) position — we have so 
many good players in the squad, many

Soccer Federation has 

lifted the veil of secrecy 
surrounding its proposed bid to 
form a second Adelaide team in 
the National Soccer League. 

Federation generation manager 
Tony Farrugia has made it clear 
that the major motivation behind 
the formation of a second club is 
to prevent the purpose built 
Hindmarsh Stadium becoming a 
$30 million “White Elephant.” 

And, the strong possibility has 
emerged that the federation could 
join forces with the Peter Emery 
chaired consortium, Adelaide 
United, which fell at the final hur- 
dle in its attempt to replace West 
Adelaide in this season’s competi- 
tion. 

“We expect shortly to advise 
Soccer Australia of our intention 
to apply for a licence,” Farrugia 
said, 

He emphasised that the SASF 
would not be involved in running 
the club, but would leave almost 
all aspects of administration to the 
investors. 

“The investors will own and 
control the team. They will 
appoint the board and the SASF's 
only involvement, if it was need- 
ed, would be in the marketing 
area,” he said. 

“The name and colours of the 
team, playing and coaching staff 
would be decisions for the own- 
ers.” 

Talks between the SASF and 
Adelaide United have been report- 
ed as fruitful, but Farrugia stressed 
that the SASF bid would only pro-

The letters have been flying to and fro between 
Olympic and Spirit supporters. But where does it get 
football in this country? 

For four years I ran radio shows on soccer in this 
country. [handed the 98.5FM show over to the Northem 
Spirit boys after becoming disillusioned with the game 
in Australia. As readers are probably aware I have writ- 
ten for both major soccer weekly papers and have 
always tried to be positive about football in this 
country. 

However there comes a point where pettiness drives 
you out of the game. 

The current discussion proves to me that there are a 
lot of people in this game who have to grow up or get 
out. That includes people inside Soccer Australia who 
seem more intent on protecting themselves than advanc- 
ing the game in this country.

len December 1998 was a truly 
Ties day for Matildas 

midfielder Bryony Duus. It 
started in the worst way possible and 
got progressively more tragic over the 
next 12 hours. 

A 9.30am meeting with national 
coaching staff Greg Brown and Chris 
Tanzey was to break the news of her non- 
selection for another AIS Scholarship for 
1999, Her time at the AIS had ended. She 
was .out of the Matildas, not even 
retaining a place in the OAP Squad. She 
would miss her chance of making it to the 
World Cup. 

The coaches advised she see the doctor 
and- have her troublesome knee 
reassessed, 

The 21-year-old Queenslander left their 
office, clearly upset with the news just 
received, and made the short walk to the 
sports medicine centre. Expecting just to 
make an appointment, Duus was ushered 
straight through as another patient had 
just cancelled. 

The reassessment given was to undergo 
PCL reconstruction surgery - posterior 
cruciate ligament - a rare injury. She was 
told this process was not as successful as 
anterior reconstructions, and that perhaps 
she should consider ending her football 
career. 

That night, Duus was on the phone to 
her father in Brisbane, distraught as she 
telayed her bad news. They were 
interrupted by another call on the line. It 
was the hospital. Bryony’s grandfather 
had just died. He had been recovering 
from a ieg amputation, necessary after

ulcers became gangrenous, but the trauma 
was too great for his ageing body. 

“] vividly remember that day,” says 
Duus as she describes firstly her omission 
from the Matildas’ Squad. “When I think 
back on it now, I should’ve seen it 
coming. My left knee wasn't holding up, 
Td not played, and I wasn’t able to train 
day in day out - I'd have to rest it every 
second day. But I didn’t really expect it, 1 
hadn’t sensed it coming, so I was pretty 
upset when I got dropped. 

“Looking back, | needed something 
like that to happen, to figure opt what I 
really wanted to do and make me change 
some habits which would be more 
beneficial to my career.” 

Of the doctor’s news, Duus recalls, 
“He said perhaps I should think of doing 
something else and try and salvage my 
knees for the rest of my life. Basically he 
advised I mightn’t be able to play again or 
wouldn’t be able to play.” 

The bad day grew into a horror week 
for Bryony and the Duus family as a 
whole. After six months living at the AIS 
Residence, Duus had to mpve out, and 
had two days to organise everything, then 
make her way to Sydney for the 
operation. The move had been brought 
forward as the doctor doing her surgery 
was about to go on sabbatical leave. 

Duus was to miss her grandfather's 
funeral, the only day she could have the 
operation, That same day, her mother’s 
lungs collapsed, a day after having a hip 
replacement, and she spent the day in 
intensive care. A fierce Brisbane 
hailstorm was to then cause $4000 
damage to her father’s 
mew car. 

“That was a really 
stressful time, not just 
for me but the whole 
family as well. 
Everything went wrong 
that whole week, or not 
according to plan. And 
I was still quite affected 
about being dropped.

There was one 
happier note amongst 
everything. The 
surgeon discovered she 
was not in need of a 
reconstruction, and 
instead cleaned up the 
knee and shaved some 
of the cartilage. He 
found the ligament 
itself to be attached, a 
bit loose, but strong.

“Still pretty upset and angry, I took all 
that time off to think about things, get a 
grip, and set some sort of goals - set out 
what I wanted to do. As time went on, I 
got back into rehabilitation and I was able 
to figure out that I really wanted to play 
for Australia again. Then I had to figure 
out how I was going to do that,”

Duus was then due back in the capital 
to start her first semester at the University 
of Canberra, an application which she had 
to submit the previous September whilst 
still a Scholarship athlete. Leaving the 
family home once again, Duus had no 
money and needed to find a place to live 
as well as a job. 

Stranded with no other options, Duus 
moved in to a place with other soccer 
players, former teammates still at the AIS. 
Job hunting became a drawn-out 
demoralising process, and her emotional 
state affected her studies. All the while, 
there was also her rehabilitation and 
fitness work to get motivated to do. 

They were all hurdles she faced on her 
own, with little support. Canberra this 
time around was proving to be a lone 
existence and a time of hardship. Later, 
the death of family friends and several 
burglaries at the house were also to 
stretch her resolve. 

“It was a day to day battle. There were 
a lot of other things going on that seemed 
to be against me, that whole time I wasn’t 


playing soccer. Looking for a job, I made - 


over sixty applications over four to five 
months and only got five interviews and 
no job at all. I was losing motivation to 
do my schoolwork, it all seemed too hard, 

“Also, because I lived with soccer 
girls, they'd go on trips and go to training 
and be talking of what was going on, T'd 
get worried whether my knee would ever 
get right, and also | was contemplating 
what to do outside soccer as well. But I 
figured if I really really wanted it, I'd find 
a way, find the qualities inside myself to 
get there.” 

Duus is one tough human being. 
Under that sweet high-pitched voice roars 
a mighty survivor. She’s had to be to get 
back to where she is today, back on an 
AIS Scholarship and in contention for a 
place on the Olympic Team. Many others 
would never have fought back from such 
lows. It's her fighting spirit and mental 
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resolve that’s reflected in her game and 
approach to life and training these days. 
A player with heart who never gives up. 

“I did feel the only person helping me 
was Ed (Hollis). I owe something to him 
for my ability to come back, 1 saw him 
two or three times a week and at times I 
felt like giving up, but he felt [ was able 
to recover. His small words every now 
and again kept me going that little bit 
more. And also my sister and brother-in- 
law were living here in Canberra.” 

“But I felt pretty alone, as soon as I 
was out of the program. But also I chose 
to do it that way, I wanted to see what I 
could do myself. I prefer to do things 
myself than get help from others. That’s 
what I’m like.” 

After enduring many solitary hours at 
the training track and the gym, Duus was 
keener than ever to get back into football. 
She had consulted AIS nutritionist Louise 
Burke about her eating habits and lost 
nine kilograms. Duus was ready to take 
up her dream where she'd left off, if only 
given the chance. 

She was soon to get the break she was 
after. Tanzey had just been appointed the 
new National Coach, and on learning of 
Duus’ recovery and hard work, felt she 
deserved an opportunity. Tanzey invited 
her to come back and train with the Squad 
upon resumption of the program in 
September last year. 

“When Chris called me in just to trial, I 
was pretty ecstatic about that. I was a bit 
unsure because I was new in again and it 
took me a while to feel comfortable. But 
T had to do well in every session, and we 
were training a lot then.” 

Duus was certainly not about to let the 
chance slip by after all this time, and was 
soon rewarded for her efforts on the park. 
Tanzey offered her a place back in the 
OAP Squad the following month, the 
week of her birthday. Then in January 
this year in the next offer of scholarships, 
Duus was amongst the 20 names - she 
was back as a full-time AIS Scholarship 
athlete. 

“When I heard about my Scholarship, I 
felt it had all been worth it. Even though 
IT knew there was no time to rest. I had to 
keep doing everything right to keep being 
successful.” 

A week after learning of her reselection 
for the OAP Squad, Duus was named in

China, It was the first team she’d made in 
two years and two months, her last 
international being during the European 
Tour in mid-1997. 

“When I got picked for the team, I was 
pretty excited. All that time I was at the 
AIS (in 1998), all I remember was being 
left behind. I’d never felt that feeling of 
achievement, 

“J didn’t play in the first game so was a 
bit disappointed, but Chris spoke to me 
and said he wanted to get me back 
gradually. I played 20 minutes of the 
second game and it was really exciting. I 
was very nervous, but excited at the same 
time,” 

Duus maintained her successful run 
with selection for the Australia Cup Team 
in January this year. Lining up against 
Sweden in the opening match was another 
special moment - her first ever full 
international on home soil, and her 
parents were there in the stands to finally 
see her in the green and gold. 

She was first called up for Matildas 
duties in July 1996 for the Pre-Olympic 
Tour to the USA. At the time, Duus was 
playing in the US college system with 
Brewton-Parker College in Georgia, the 
American deep south. A big change of 
culture and lifestyle, homesickness and 
serious injury were the difficulties she 
faced as a teenager at the small rural 
college, challenges which also helped 
shape her character. 

“I'm probably the fittest I've ever been 
at the moment, and I think my soccer is 
doing well also. But J have to make sure 1 
keep it going the best I can, keep wanting 
to improve all the time, and hope it’s 
enough to get me to the Olympics.” 

Duus has travelled an amazing circle so 
far, but the job is never complete. 
Olympic Games remains the goal but is 
not something Duus dwells on in her 
thoughts. She calls upon her life 
experiences to help her along in the 
tugged battle for selection. 

“Coming through those hard times has 
definitely made me a stronger person, the 
qualities within me. Mentally I’m quite 
strong. Every now and again, I get tired 
and don’t want to turn up fo training, but 
the general motivation is there, now I see 
I'm so close to achieving a childhood 
dream. It reminds me I have to stay 
strong, mentally as well as physically, to 
cope with the pressures.”
